Fourth    Reunion    of   the    Copeland   Clan 

THE  members  of  the  "Copeland  Clan"  and  the  Association 
of  the  Descendants  of  Alfred  and  Mary  Williams  Cope- 
land, assembled  in  response  to  cards  sent  out  by  the 
chairman  of  the  Executive  Committee,  at  Blackhawk  Park, 
Rockford,  Illinois,  on  August  19th  and  20th,  1920  to  celebrate 
their   fourth    reunion. 

The  noted  "Log  Cabin"  was  the  center  of  attraction,  the 
"Clan"  had  the  complete  use  of  the  cabin  for  two  days. 

Fifty-one  were  in  attendance,  which  was  not  as  large  as  in 
former  years.  The  vicissitudes  of  war-time  and  post-war  con- 
ditions interf erred  in  many  cases  to  prevent  several  families 
being  present,  nevertheless  those  present  made  up  in  enthusiasm 
and  all  enjoyed  a  great  time. 

The  opening  day,  Thursday,  August  19,  we  gathered  for 
handshaking.  All  faces  beamed  with  joy  to  clasp  hands  again 
after  five  years  of  separation. 

On  Friday  the  20th,  we  met  again  at  10:30  A.  M.  for  the 
business  session. 

Our  President,  Fred  M.  Johnston,  called  the  meeting  to 
order  and  in  his  happy  way,  greeted  everyone  with  a  smile, 
and  said  he  was  so  glad  to  have  the  honor  of  presiding  over 
such  a  noted  organization  and  would  endeavor  to  fill  the  office 
with  dignity  and  respect  to  all.  He  then  asked  for  the  election 
of  a  Secretary  Pro-tem  to  fill  the  office  in  the  absence  of  Clarence 
Copeland.    Mrs.  A.  Mariner  was  elected  to  fill  the  place. 

The  secretary's  report  of  the  meeting  held  in  1915  was  ap- 
proved and  a  high  tribute  was  paid  Clarence  Copeland  for  the 
beautiful  blue  booklet  containing  the  report  which  was  sent 
to  all  the  members.  It  was  then  voted  to  adopt  as  our  motto: 
"Loyalty"  to  be  placed  hereafter  on  the  cover  of  our  booklets. 
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Informal  Picnic 

and  Election  of  Officers 

Mrs.  Mariner  reported  an  informal  picnic,  as  was  suggested 
at  our  last  meeting.  It  was  held  at  the  Mariner-Myers  home, 
608  West  Stare  Street,  Rockford,  Illinois,  August  14,  1917. 
This  was  in  honor  of  Frank  Copeland  of  Philadelphia,  Pennsyl- 
vania, who  was  in  Rockford  visiting  his  mother,  Mrs.  Hannah 
Copeland  and  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Fred  Copeland  and  daughter 
Mary.  Mr.  Fred  Copeland  is  the  son  of  the  late  Colonel 
Copeland  of  Harrisburg,  Pa.,  they  were  staying  in  Rockford 
while  Mr.  Copeland  acted  as  Superintendent  of  Construction 
work  at  Camp  ( Jrant.

After  a  picnic  lunch  at  noon,  Mrs.  Mathilde  Copeland  sang 
several  selections,  Mrs.  George  C.  Mariner  accompanying  on 
the  piano.  Mrs.  Myers  played  selections  on  the  Edison.  The 
day  was  fine  and  all  seemed  to  have  a  good  time. 

Then  came  the  election  of  officers  which  is  given  on  the 
second  page  of  this  booklet. 

It  was  then  voted  to  hold  the  Fifth  Reunion  at  Rockford, 
in  August   1925,  the  exact  day  and  place  to  be  determined   by 
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the  Executive  Committee.  Voted  to  assist  the  Historian  by 
appointing  one  member  from  each  branch  of  the  Clan  to  report 
to  the  Historian,  a  record  of  events,  in  their  respective  branch. 
They  were  chosen  as  follows:

Adjourned  for  one  o'clock  dinner  which  consisted  of  every- 
thing good. 

Attorney  W.  W.  Bennett  could  not  be  with  us  for  the  din- 
ner on  the  20th,  nor  could  Sidney  Mariner  and  wife,  conse- 
quently the  whole  Bennett  family  came  down  to  the  "Log 
Cabin"  on  the  19th  and  brought  six  fried  chickens,  and  abun- 
dance of  corn  and  a  basket  full  of  other  garden  produce,  and 
the  Mariners  brought  a  basket  of  fruit.  Elmer  Johnston  showed 
his  skill  in  cooking  the  corn  and  making  the  coffee,  to  which 
we  all  c'id  ample  justice. 

By  the  way — we  must  not  forget  Elmer's  "Fliver"  as  he 
calls  it.  He  surely  deserves  a  commission  on  the  sale  of  Auto's, 
as  every  day  you  could  hear  him  demonstrating  the  fine  qualities 
of  his  traveling  outfit — his  own  invention.  His  gasoline  stove 
was  operated  to  accommodate  everybody.  But  when  he  started 
on  one  of  his  lectures  he  took  his  own  time  to  stop. 

The  dinner  over,  everybody   felt  in   good   spirits. 

At  2:45  P.  M.  we  gathered  in  the  "Log  Cabin"  as  a  little 
shower  prevented  our  remaining  at  the  table.  President,  Fred 
Johnston  again  presiding  for  an  informal  program.  Words  of 
welcome  were  given  by  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Copeland  Myers,  as 
follows:

He  was  sent  to 
Kelly  Field,  Texas,  for  training  in  ground  aviation,  (the  me- 
chanical care  and  adjustment  of  airplanes),  and  wore  the  khaki 
until  he  received  his  honorable  discharge  at  Camp  Funston  in 
February,   1919. 

Roderick  Elmer  Johnston,  enlisted  in  the  Student  Army 
Training  Corps  of  Denver  University,  October  1,  1918,  and 
lived  in  the  barracks  with  eight  hours  a  day  of  strenuous  mili- 
tary training.  He  was  given  an  honorable  discharge  by  Uncle 
Sam   just  before  Christmas,    1918. 

Like  many  other  patriotic  young  Americans,  these  young 
men  enlisted,  supposing  the  war  would  last  much  longer,  and 
fully  expecting  to  render  loyal  service  in  the  struggle  for  the 
safety  of  the  world. 

We  are  thankful  to  report  that,  through  all  the  strenuous 
times  of  the  past  five  years,  and  during  the  suspense,  anxiety 
and  sacrifice  of  war  times,  and  the  chaos,  unrest,  and  disordered 
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conditions  following  the  intended  cessation  of  the  war,  none 
of  the  members  of  this  branch  of  the  Clan  have  met  serious 
disaster,  and  no  doubt  all  live  in  an  abiding  faith  that  all  will 
surely  he  well  after  Harding  and  Coolidge  are  elected  next 
November.

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MEMORIAM 

Charles  Franklin  only  son  of  Prof.  F.  T.  and  Jessie  Cope- 
land  Oldt,  passed  away  at  his  home,  Easton,  Pennsylvania, 
October  24,  1918,  one  day  after  his  fortieth  birthday.  He  was 
born  in  Lanark,  Illinois,  where  he  spent  his  early  life — going 
with  his  parents  to  Green  Bay,  Wisconsin  ;  Freeport,  Illinois, 
and  thence  to  Dubuque,  Iowa,  where  he  graduated  at  hij^h 
school — later  graduated  at  LaFayette  College,  Easton,  Pa. 
He  finished  a  law  course  and  was  admitted  to  the  bar.  Later 
married   Margaret  Field   and  made  their  home  in   Easton,   Pa. 

His  sickness,  of  very  short  duration,  and  death  was  a  great 
shock  to  his  relations  as  well  as  his  host  of  friends  and  was  due 
to  pneumonia  following  influenza.  He  was  one  of  the  most 
successful  upright  and  well  liked  business  men  of  Easton  and 
seemed  to  have  a  bright  future.

In  the  passing  of  our  beloved  sister  Elizabeth,  we  feel   we 
have  met  with  a  great  loss- 
Elizabeth   M.   Copeland   Myers,   was   born    in    Matteawon, 
NewT  York,  March  4,   1846;  the  second  daughter  of  six,  born 
to  the  late  Dr.  and  Louisa  Watkins  Copeland.  At  an  early  age 
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she  came  West  with  her  parents,  who  located  at  Winnebago,  in 
the  spring  of  1854,  where  she  obtained  her  education. 

She  had  many  accomplishments — taught  school,  music,  writ- 
ing and  was  very  skillful  with  the  needle.  She  spent  a  year  or 
two  in  St.  Louis  in  an  office  with  her  brother  as  an  expert 
bookkeeper. 

In  February,  1S74,  she  was  married  to  Joseph  H.  Myers 
of  Rockford,  where  thej  started  housekeeping,  later  moving  to 
Lanark,  but  spent  the  greater  part  of  her  married  life  in  Mt. 
Carroll,  where  she  led  a  useful  life.  Naturally  of  a  cheerful 
disposition  she  made  friends  where  ever  she  went,  always  doing 
something  to  make  others  happy.  When  her  husband  became 
County  Treasurer,  she,  being  a  tine  penman,  assisted  him. 
In  Mt.  Carroll  she  was  very  active  in  the  "Eastern  Star"  as 
Secretary  and  served  for  two  years  as  Worthy  Matron.  She 
also  acted  as  Secretary  of  the  of  the  W.  R.  C.  besides  playing 
the  organ  in  church. 

Two  children  were  horn  to  them,  a  daughter  Josephine,  who 
passed  away  at  the  age  of  12  years,  and  a  son  Philander,  who 
passed  away  at  the  age  of  5  \ears.

Her  ambition  was  to  spend  one  more  winter  in  California, 
so  she  went  with  her  sister  and  husband,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  W.  H. 
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Luther  of  Chicago,  the  winter  following  the  Reunion  of  1920, 
where  she  was  present  and  gave  the  words  of  welcome  and 
otherwise  enjoyed  the  meeting.  But  the  California  trip  proved 
to  be  too  strenuous  for  her  and  she  seemed  to  fail  fast,  and 
after  eight  weeks  came  home,  reaching  Roclcford,  February  11, 
1921.  Everything  was  done  to  bring  her  back  to  health.  She 
lingered  just  three  weeks  and  passed  away  March  5,  1921, 
just  one  day  after  her  seventy-fifth  birthday.
